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During the period from 25 August to 12 September, a total of 77 fuel containers 
about h motors long and 2 meters in diadetor were shipped to tho Radensle- 
ben railroad station for installation at the fuel depot under construction 
there* From the railroad station, the fuel containers wore hauled on truck 
trailers towed by tractors toward Altfriesack (II 53/2 UC)# Construction work 
at the new fuel depot is supervised by the Soviet special construction bureau 
Kech in Dour in. Only reliable BED party member s are employed for the 
construction work. According to them, tho depot will have a capacity of 
2,000 cubic meters, fork on the construction of a spur track branching off .
